But there was a danger of a block- 
ade at Montreal. Cargo arrived fast- 
er than could be accommodated, hold- 
ing the vessels up at this point and 
preventing their return to relieve the 
elevators at the head of the lakes. 
Navigation from the Welland canal 
down, closed a month earlier than on 
the upper lakes, and here would cease 
the transportation via Canadian routes. 

The coast rules of navigation permit 
American ships to take cargoes in 
Canadian ports for delivery in Ameri- 
can ports, but not for delivery in 
Canadian ports. The port of Buffalo, 
will, therefore, be receiving Canadian 
Wheat to pass onto ocean ports a 
month after the transit has closed

But all of the 
wheat {6 No. 8 Northern and of the 
finest quality for milling that could 
be had. There will) be 190,000,000 
bushels of this, says Sir William. The 
season has been ideal for growing, 
maturing, harvesting. and handling. 
The prairle trails were smooth and 
hard and the graln-was rushed to the 
railways like a flood. The railway:

the grain to the vessels and elevators 
at the head of the lakes, There had 
been no interruptions in the movement 
and there had been ‘splendid delivery 
to the sniall places.

If the meeting held yesterday after- 
noon {s to be taken as a criterion the

“You 
will go a long way and look a long time 
for a man who can successfully han 
dle both the distributing and generatin$ 
departments," said Alderman Smith in 
reply to the mayor's argument thal a 
goud commerctal man was the most 
difficult to get, and having such a man 
thousands of mechanical men oould be 
seoured, He stated that In Mr, Ormsby 
the olty had such a man, 

Alderman Smith went on to say that 
the closer {t {8 possible to get the com- 
missioners to the men who under- 
stand the entire workings of the ulill- 
tiee the Metter It will be’ for the city. 
As he saw it, the new system tends to 
put Jn middlemen and put the utilities 
farther away from the commissioners, 

Aldermen Calder and Livingstone 
were both agreed that in tne past the 
utilities have been too close to the 
commissioners and that -the car barns 
is a good instance of this fact where 
the superintendent took his instructious 
from one commissioner. 

Although Alderman Livingstone does 
not approve of the present system he 
stated in committee yesterday that he 
did not sgree with the proposed chart. 

Alderman Smith:also opposed the 
idea of separating the pumping plant 
from the power plant. ‘This In his 
opinton would be a very serious mis- 
take and could not possibly be done jn 
the best interests of lhe olty. ‘I want 
a man in charge who knows the plant 
from top to bottom” wes his erphatio 
declaration, When the mayor suggested 
that an expert manager need not be 
able to go down to the power house 
and make couplings. “I don't agree

written off in five or 10 years; also 
how rates should be fixed for the 
power houso and the electric gat de- 
partment. 

Superintendent Parsons reiterated to 
the committee much of the informa- 
tion that he has already given to the 
commissioners, and the council In a 
number of reports. He told the com- 
mittee that he never refused to give 
the special power board any informa- 
tion they asked for, but he did object 
when they put {t up to him to’get a 
completa valuation of the power house 
as this {is an enormous job and would 
require months. The plant tod:y, he 
sald, stands on the books at about $1,- 
000,000, and any = qualified engineer 
will tell you that for $500,000 you can 
install a plant that will give the same 
results. He told the committee that 
the question of obsolescence. had been 
discussed many times verbally with 
the commissioners, but that an exact

New York, Sept. 30.—Timothy L. 
Woodruff, former Lieut-Governor, was 
striken tonight in Cooper Union just as 
he had concluded a speech at the fusion 
notification meeting. Physicians who 
attended Mr. Woodruff announced that 
he had suffered a stroke of paralysis 
and that his condition was serious, As 
jhe was speaking, Mr. Woodruff turn- 
\éd to John Purroy Mitchell, the fusion- 
jist candidate for mayor, and complain- 
,¢d of a pain in his knee, He continued 
(his address, however, but as he con- 
cluded {tt he reeled and would have 
fallen to the floor of the stage had not 
Mr, Mitchell and others on the platfori’ 
supported him, 

M.r Woodruff was carried to an 
ante room where he was attended by 
two physicians, Later he was taken 
in an automobile to his apartments in 
an uptown hotel, accompanied by Mrs. 
Woodruff who had attended the meet- 
ing with him. 

Shortly before midnight John &. 
Woodruff, a son of Mr, Woodruff, who 
had been summoned from Greenwich- 
Conn., arrived at the hotel. After visit- 
ing the room of his father he came into 
the lobby and made the following 
statement to the newspaper men as- 
sembled there: “It Is not true that my 


father is suffering from a paralytic 
stroke. Instead, he is suffering from 


a nervous breakdown. Earlier in the 
evening, I have been informed, he 
complained of being ill, but refused 
to cancel his engagement to speak at 
the fusion notification meeting. Bi 
have been informed by Dr. Ditman 
that there is absolutely no danger.

The farmers are in earnest 
and, as stated elsewhere in this issue 
of the Capital, they already have some 
five miles graded. 

Premier Sifton said he was deeply 
impressed by the sincerity and sta- 
bility of the delegation. The question 
they presented was a new one, said 
the premier, and would recelve the 
prompt and serious consideration it 
deserved. The only objection 4e saw, 
laughingly added the prime minister, 
was the prosperous appearance of the 
delegates. They resembled enything 
but ill-trented farmers, 

The formal proposal of the farmers’ 
company will be presented tu the 
premier and council by Mr. Woods, 
attorney for the corporation, at an 
early date, 

Action On Club Bills, 

Several bills for the incorporation 
of clubs in various parts of the pro- 
vince were considered by the commit- 
tee on private bills this morning, Gw- 
ing to the many objections that have 
been urged against the incorporation 
of so many clubs, it was decitled to 
draft a bill which would cover sil 
organizations of this character, plac- 
ing them under proper supervision 
and making it possible to control them 
when they overstepped bounds. Yhe 
club question is by no means settled 
and will undoubtedly be productive of 
much discussion on the floor of the 
house. It is difficult to separate the

ABSOLUTE ROT UPON

Occasionally the poor old Bulletin, in its yam- 
merings, emits some most atrocious buncombe; but 
hone worse recently than when it says in its Water- 
ways editorial today that “The Alberta government 
might well have taken the position that if, accord- 
ance with the privy council, the money involved 
belonged to the hondholders and not to the pro- 
vince, the province was not required to pay interest 
on the money it had not received, did not own and 
could not use.’ 

The money in 
question was borrowed by the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway upon the province’s guarantee, 
It did not belong to the province at any time.

Field Marshal Sir Frederick = Sleigh 
Roberts, Baron Roberts, Viscount St. Pierre, 
first Earl of Kandahar, Pretoria, and Water-

1, V, G, K. G., D, ci, LL, 
B,, und most of the other letters of the 
alphabet, will reach today the ripe old age 
of four score years and one, kings, 
governments, parliaments, —inunicipalities 
and universities have heaped titles, decor- 
ations, degrees and honors of all sorts upon 
Britain's greatest warrior, yet the ttle of 
which he das always been proudest is the 
affectionate nickname of “Bobs,” conferred 
upon him by the Tommies of India, Egypt 
and South Africa, Rudyant Kipling and 
other poets have sung his praises, and 
historians shave placed him on an equality 
with the greatest warrlers of history, but 
Lord “Bobs,” in bis autobiography, ascribes 
his victories to the valor of Tornmy Atkins, 

Lord Roberts was born in Cawnpore, 
Indla, eighty-one years ago today, the son of 
General Slr Abraham Roberts, He was 
educated at Eton, Sandhurst and Addis- 
combe, and entered ithe service in 1851 as 
second Heutenant of Bengal artillery. He 
served with distinction in the Indian 
mutiny, taking part in the siege and capture 
of Delht, and was severely wounded, Since 
his first baptism of blood he has taken part 
in the Abyssinian war of 1868, the Afghan 
war of 1878, and the South African war, 
besides holding many {mportant commanis 
in tlme of peace, As the commander in 
chief in the war against the Boers he re- 
lieved Kimberley, took Commandant Cronje 
and the western army prisoners, and 
brought the conflict to a speedy close, 

Lord Roberts’s\/only_ son lost his. life 
while herolcally endeavoring to save the 
British fleld batteries at-Colenso “under a 
hurricane of  Jeaden— ball?’ Parllament 
passed a speclal act perniitting Lord Roberts 
to wear his son’s Victorla Cross, so “Bobs” 
is tho only man who may pin on two such 
decorations. Of the six children of Lord 
and Lady Roberts, only two survive—Lady 
Elfleen, who {s now forty-three and un- 
married, and Lady Edwina, who became the 
bride Jast February of Major Henry Lewin,

ST. LOUIS WON WORLD'S SERIES— 
HONEST TO GOODNESS! 

Speaking of the world’s series—-and who 
ds not?—it will come as a shock to most 
fans to learn that— 

Let us break it gently— 

That St. Louls once flaunted that there 
flag on her bastions! 

Yes, sir, honest to goodness, cross my 
heart and hope to die If tt ain't the truth. 

The fiest official world’s series was 
played in New York between the Metropoll- 
tans, the American Association leaders, and 
Providence, pennant winners in the National 
League, Providence took all ‘three games, 
but refused to meet the St. Louls team of 
the Unton Assoctation, an outlaw organi- 
zation which had been formed that year, 
The St, Louls team won the Union As- 
sociation flag by a wide margin, and was 
undoubtedly the fastest club then tn base- 
ball, The next year St. Louis won the 
American Association pennant, — white 
Chicago led the National League, The 
world’s serles resulted in’ three victories 
for ithe Mound City and the same number 
for Chicago, with one tie game, 

In 1886 the same clubs again contested 
for the world's championship, The first 
game, played in Chicago, resulted in a 
victory for the home club, 6 to 0. St. 
Louls turned the tables next day, winning 
12 to 0, Chicago came back in the third 
game, with a score of {1 to 4. The clubs 
then went to St, Loults to finish the series, 
In ‘the first pastime on the home grounds, 
St, Louls won 8 to 5, They took the fifth 
contest, 10 to 3, The sixth pastime was 
a lallapalogsa, so to speak, Excltement 
relgned supreme. By winning, Chicago 
could get on even terms with St. Louts, 
and a seventh game would be necessary to 
decide the ownership of the world’s flag. 
Old Fop Anson—then not so old—and hits 
men put up 4 valiant fight, and at the end 
of the ninth the score stood 3 to 38, In 
the tenth inning St, Louls got over the; 
winning run, and the deed was did. 
Caruthers, Hudson and Futz were the St, 
Louls pitchers, and Comiskey the leader of 
the Mound City club, Anson was the 
manager and first baseman of the Chicagos, 
and McConmick and Clarkson were hl3 
pitching mainstays, In 1887 St, Louts 
again tried for the world’s pennant, but 
was defeated by Detroit, and the New York 
Natlonals turned the same trick in 1888, 
That was tho last appearance of the big 
league farthest west city in a world's 
series,
